Raise 8 wills To Receive Full State Aid 


_ The School Aid Aot of 1959 specifically states, “If the school 
district does not Jevy at least 8 mills for the purposes included in 
the operation cost of the school district, the aid amount allotted 
-or paid shall_be reduced to an amount which bears the same pro- 
py ion te the tota] amount allotied or paid as the Aétial levy bears 
to 8 mills.” 

The above law means that in order to receive the full amount 
of state aid a school district must raise 8 mills. If they raise only 
7 they will receive 7/8 of their state aid. For 6 mills levied the 
school district will receive 6/8 of their state aid. No state aid will 
be paid to a district raising less than 6 mills.
